This makes it necessary for 
Mr. Cunnea to gain eight votes to a precinct 
to unseat Hoyne. In the precincts recounted 
Cunnea has made a net gain over Hoyne of 
1,028. The recount of the four warde ordered 
by the court as a test will be finished tonight 
or tomorrow. The court then will decide 
whether the entire county vote should be 
reopened and canvassed. 


See Danger in Vault.

Limit to Amendments. 

“Article IX. of the constitution, relating o 
revenue and taxation, and article XIV., re- 
lating to amendments to the constitution, 
ought, also, be amended; but we are unfor- 
tunately confronted with a constitutional 
impasse, which makes it impossible to pro- 
vide for more than one of these three amend- 
ments to the constitution at this session of 
the legislature. 

“Article XIV. of the constitution, relating 
to amendments to the constitution, declares 
that The general assembly shall have no 
power to propose amendments to more than 
one article of this constitution at the same 
session.’ 

“This article, itself, should be amended. 
It is archaic, unreasonably restrictive, and 
oppressive.

Duty to Enforce Law. 
“Tt is the duty of the board to enforce the 
law as it is written on the statutes, although

Under the provisions of the primary elec- 
tion law, should a member of the Progressive

Cites Penalty for Fraud. 

The making of a false affidavit ie per- 
jury according to the election, law. Con- 
nivance at evasion of the act and voting con- 
trary to its provisions is a misdemeanor, 
carrying with it a heavy penalty. It is

I did not get the gun or whisle pack: I didn’t 
hear any shots fired. 

The persons in the automobile with me 
were Bill Harper, who lives at Winston ave- 
nue, south of Ninety-fifth street; Mickey 
Markes, who Hves around Throop and Nine- 
ty-ninth streets. He is a chauffeur for a man 
named Roberts at Longwood boulevard and 
One Hundred and Second street. 

“The automobile came from Pete Slum- 
brick’s garage. The three of us and the 
cheuffeur were in the car. No other police 
officers were with us. I saw Officers Briggs 
and Erickson out at Brandt's saloon.

Briggs Denies Fighting, 

Briggs denied having taken any part inthe 
fight which resulted in the complete rout of 
the Chicagoans. Briggs told of driving out 
to Oak Lawn in company with John Gold- 
ner, a driver for a Washington Heights ex- 
press oompany; Robert Long. Dick” 
Brokup, and Officer Oscar Erickson. Pete

When the 
amendment was reported out of committee 
by Senator Aldrich the word “ direct’’ had 
been eliminated: The words from what- 
ever source derlved were incorporated. 
These words caused sharp criticism before 
several state legislatures. 

In the house the amendment was referred 
to the ways and means committee. Repre- 
sentative Payne spoke in favor of giving the 
government the power as a war measure, but 
denounced it as a peace measure by saying 
that he believed with Gladstone that it 
tends to make a nation of lars. Represent- 
ative Champ Clark championed the amend- 
ment as making accumulated wealth pay 
its just burden of taxation. 


Alabama First to Ratify. 


When the amendment was sent to the states 
Alabama had the honor of being the first to 
ratify it. 

A notable incident occurred in Arkansas 
during the consideratian of the amendment. 
Both houses of the legislature passed a reso- 
lution of approval, but Gov. Donaghey “ ve- 
toed it. This veto at once raised a nice 
constitutional! question Representative 
Robinson of Arkansas mace a speech in the 
house at Washington in which he challenged 
the right of a governor to pass upon the 
measure. 

It was sald to be the firet time a governor 
had attempted to veto ratification, although 
it had been customary for governors to add 
their approval.

It 
is unnecessary to suspend mall deliveries in 
Chicago between 8 and ö o'clock p. m. as or- 
dered by Postmaster Campbell, according to 


' Oscar F. Nelson, president of the National. 


Federation of Postoffice Clerks. 

There must certainly be some mistake in 
Postmaster Campbell's statement,” he said 
tonight. ‘“ The new law will have no such 
effect. It simply provides that clerks and 
carriers shall not be employed more than 
eight hours a day and that the eight hours 
shall be worked within ten consecutive hours. 
The letter carriers have had an eight hour 
schedule heretofore, but it has been divided 
up in such. a way as tb be worked in parts 
that covered a period of eleven hours. 


Explains the Pian. 

“The Mast carnier delivery always has 
left the office at 4 p. m. or not later than 4:16 
p. m. All that will be necessary under the 
new law is to have the carrier report a half 
hour later in the morning and make the last 
trip a half hour earlier in the afternoon. This 
can be done without delaying delivery in the 
morning. and the business men of the loop 
district will gain an advantage in having the 
last delivery reach them a half hour earlier, 
as it gives them time to reply to an urgent 
letter or fill an order before the close of 
business on that day. 

“ As far as the distributing clerks are con- 
cerned, théy work consecutive hours now 
but in excess of eight per day.

Purt as Leader in Diseovery 
and Praises His Men. 


‘BALMY DAYS IN SOUTH. 


Found Weather at Earth's Low- 
est Point Mild and Sun- 
shine Pleasant. 


Capt. Roald Amundsen told hie story of 
the gouth pole discovery for the first time 
to Chicago people last night. Orchestraghal, 
where the explorer delivered his lecture, was 
packed. Several hundred were turned away. 

Capt. Amundsen received the gold medal 
of the Chicago Geographical society. Prof. 


Henry C. Cowles of the University of Chi- 
cago, president of the society, made the 
preseniation speech. Prof. Henry J. Cox 
of the local weather bureau made a few 
eulogistic remarks. 

The lecture was a plain narrative of the 
trip to the south pole, and was character- 
iged by the Norseman's self-effacement. 
Not once did he refer to his own work as 
leader, but he was lavish in praise of ‘his 
associates. Capt. Amundsen was especially 
emphatic in praising Capt. Nilsen of the 
Fram. 


Tells of Nilsen’s Work. 

“ While we were making the trip to the pole 
from open water,“ said Capt. Amundsen, 
“Capt. Nilsen on the Fram made oceano- 
graphic observations which I believe of 
greater scientific benefit than my discovery 
of the pole.” 

The lecturer never used an T'“ throughout 
the lecture. 

Capt. Amundsen said the lowest tempera- 
ture exper@enced was 75 degrees below zero. 
The days spent at the pole, he said, were 
clear, sunshiny, beautiful, with the temp >ra- 
ture comparatively mild. He refuted the 
idea of antarctic explorers that it was impos- 
sible to use arctic dogs because they would 
die on the journey across the equator. 


Dogs Increase Aboard Ship. 

We started from Christiania with ninety- 
seven arctic dogs,” said the explorer. When 
we left the Fram for the polar desh we had 
116 splendid animals, all in excellent condi- 
tion.“ 

Lines of flage, half a mile apart, north 
and south, were planted five miles east and 
west of the food supply depot, rendering

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GOV. DUNNE’S RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Gov. Danne in his first message to the leg- 
islature favors three amendments to the 
state constitution: one to establish the initi- 
ative and referendam, one to reform the tax 
laws, and one to change article 14, which 
prohibits the legislature from proposing 
amendments to more than one article of the 
constitution at the same session. 

Of these amendments the governor selects 
the initiative and referendum for recom-

He advocated the initiative and ref- 
erendum so vigorously in his campaign that 
he is not in doubt as to his recommendation 
to the legislature. Without hesitation he 
gives precedence to this proposal. 

With even more logic he might have ar- 
gued that if the state cannot obtain a new 
constitution, what it chiefly needs is more 
flexibility in the present one. The saving 
apd economic procedure would be to propose 
the amendment to article 14 and, if possible, 
obtain the consent of the people to make the 
instrument open to revision as public opinion 
and needs require it.

But the layman, in his blissful ignorance 
of the nation’s unpreparedness for defense, 
would do well to consider that this order, 
important as it is, carries us only a little way 
toward an effective military establishment. 

Our mobile army, tbat is, infantry, field 
artillery, and-cavalry, as distinguished from 
the stationary force assigned to the defense 
of harbors and cities, is now not only physi- 
cally scattered among forty-nine posts, most- 
ly in the west, where the Indian wars located 
them, but its organization—the arrangement 
of regiments in brigades, divisions, and 
corps—is not as it must be in war, Our 
fatuous policy has been to organize our army 
as if it never was to fight as au army. For 
historical and political reasons we have de- 
veloped a military establishment workable 
only in peace, and if war had come we should 
have had, first of all, to reorganize on wholly 
different lines our whole army. Our “ de- 
partments” have no military significance. 
They are merely business divisions, and not 
good ones at that. While in war they would 
have to be wiped out. 

We had a slight taste of the confusion an 
archaic system works in the Spanish war, 
and then we faced a foe hopelessly weak. 
But had we to organize in the first stage of a 
war with any great power the delay might 
and probably would prove fatal. 

The president’s order does away with the 
peace organization to the extent of creating 
a new system of division and assignment of 
our troops as they would be divided and com- 
bined in actual war. All the complex ma- 
chinery necessary to put an army into mo- 
tion, to mobilize it when war is about to 
begin, will be worked out and will be the 
normal machinery of the army. The busi- 
ness man, at least, should appreciate the im- 
portance of this phase of our unprepared- 
ness. It is exactly as if a great business 
house were orgauized merely as a ware- 
house, without thought of arranging goods 
for display, without systematization of 
stock, without division of sales force. Then 
suddenly open the doors and let the public 
What would be the result?

In his hot water heater there is an 
evaporation chamber. This is fed from 
a tank located a few feet from the heater. 
The tank is of the type used in toilets. 

It is provided with a float valve of the 


‘type used in toilet tanks. This valve 


regulates the feed from the tank to the 
evaporating pan. From this pan there 
is a duct which carries the steam te the 
rooms. 

Somewhere along the way this duct is 
joined by the fresh air duct. The fresh 
air duct lies on top of and in contact 
with the steam duct. The fresh aif duet 
is divided by a vertical partition into two 
ducts, except for a short distance. One 
of these ducts we will call A, the other B. 


„ * 


The fresh air flows along a duct to the 
end of the partition, then around the end 
into duct B, then along duct B to an 
opening into the steam duct. The ob- 
ject of this arrangement is to warm up 
the fresh air before it mixes with the 
steam. ‘ 

If the ducts are long enough to warm 
the air in the length of a single tube, the 
partition can be omitted so that the ai 
is not carried around the sharp curve 
with the consequent mechanical difficul- 
ties. The mixture of steam and warm air 
then flows directly into the rooms. 

It is to be understood that this is 1 
ventilating arrangement. The heating is 
dove by hot water in coils. As a venti- 
lating arrangement, it does not do away 
with the possibility of using the windows 
to freshen the house air from time to 
time. 

~~ 

In 1887 Dr. Bryce read a paper before 
the International Congress of Medicine 
on the harm done by dry house air. At 
that early date he recognized that ordi- 
narily heated house air dries out the 
mucous membrane, whereupon these struc- 
tures permit the germs of colds, pneu- 
monia, and contagion to get by. 

Since he devised this method of hu- 
midifying he has checked its efficiency 
with an hygrometer. His opinion that 
it furnishes a solution of the problem of 
humidifying a hot water heated house is 
worthy of belief. 

Sometimes we are told that humidify- 
ing the air will save coal. This is not true. 
Kimball says: 

“A simple calculation will demonstrate 
that, approximately, four times as much 
fuel is required to evaporate the water 
required to produce 50 per cent humidity 
at 68 degrees as is saved by reducing the 
temperature from 76 to 68 degrees.“

About the only thing you can do is to warm the 
alr before it gets to the people. One way to do 
thie is to put 4efiectors on the windows so that 
the air goes to the top of the room and is partly 
warmed by agmixture with the warm air before 
éoming in contact with the people 
works fairly weil on moderately cold days A 
better plan is to place deflectors and ducts ee that 
the fresh air le sent through the radiators. This 
can be fairly well done without electric fans, but 
the service is much more efFrient when Small 
electric fans (one-eighth horse power, for instance) 
are used. Drafts of themselves are not harmful, 
The temperature of the air in a draft may be so 
low that it robs the body of heat a little faster 
than the body makes it. Under those circum- 
stances, 4 draft does harm.

HE “ imperial Turkish Princess Hairie, 
cousin of the sultan, whose activities 
in London during the recent peace con- 
ferences at St. James’ palace have at- 
tracted a considerable amount ofatten- 
tion on the part of the English press and also 
of the London correspondents of several im- 
portant American newspapers, is not im- 
perial, not a Turk, and not related even in the 
most remote fashion to either, the sultan or 
any other member of the reigning family at 
Constantinople. 
She is a Tunisian, a daughter of the Tuni- 


| slan finance minister, Ben Ayad, who, dur- 


ing the reign of Napoleon III., was accredited 
by the then Bey of Tunis to the court of the 
Tulleries. 

Eventually he fell into disgrace and was 
forced to flee for his life to Malta. 

The Bey of Tunis confiscated his estates, for 
the recovery of which his daughter has ever 
since been suing both the Tunisian and 
French governments, declaring herself, how- 
ever, ready to compromise her claims for the 
sum of $2,000,000, which I need scarcely say, 
she has not the slightest chance of receiving.

Halrie, for that is her name, drifted with her 
father to Constantinople, where she became 
the wife of Ali Nouri Bey, a Swede by birth, 
who had figured as Turkish consul at Athens, 
and later at Amsterdam, after which he be- 
came chief of Sultan Abdul Hamid’s foreign 


press bureau at Constantinople. 


Like many other Turkish officials, he be- 
came suspected of leanings toward the Young 
Turk party, and in order to avoid arrest and 
exile to one of those remote places of Turk- 
ish abandonment from which people never re- 
turn, he fled with his wife, first to Athens and 
then to his native land of Sweden, where his 
wife attracted considerable attention by os- 
tentatiously becoming a convert to the Greek 
church. 

Since then the couple have made a liveli- 


hood. he by his writings and she by her lec- 


tures, the latter of which give the most 
graphic description of the drawbacks of 
harem life in the orient, and of the moral and 
intellectual degradation to which Turkish 
women are reduced. 

The real title of the woman is plain Mme. 
Nouri Bey, and she has no right whatsoever 
to the title of princess or to the status of a 
member of the Turkish reigning house. 


~~ 

Her husband should not be confounded with 
thelate Nouri Pasha, who was the second and 
certainly the most able of the Turkish pleni- 
potentiaries at the peace conference of The 
Hague in 1899, and who at the time of his 
death shortly before the overthrow of Abdul 
Hamid, was undersecretary of state for for- 
eign affairs at Constantinople. He was of 
French origin and figured in the Etat Pres- 
ent de la Noblesse Francaise" and other 
standard and authoritative rosters of the old 
French aristocracy as the Marquis de Chat- 


\ eauneuf, 


His father had gone to Turkey from France 
in connection with some railroad contracts, 
yielded to the urgent solicitations of Sultan 
Abdul Aziz to enter his service, became a 
convert to Islam and died in high favor with 
the padishah ae Rechad Pasha. 

His son Nouri was educated in France and 
immediately on his return to Stamboul en- 
tered the service of the Sublime Porte. He 
married a Turkish lady and had two daugh- 
ters. 

They in 1907 attracted a considerable 
amount of attention by fleeing from Constan- 
tinople, the French blood in their veins ren- 
dering them unwilling any longer to submit to 
the restrictions of oriental harem life. 

Escorted by their old French governess 
they reached Belgrade, where they were ar- 


rested at the instance of their father in 


obedience to the peremptory orders which he 
had received from Sultan Abdul Hamid. 
Before Nouri Pasha could reach the Servian

capital they had managed to escape from the 
bullding in which they were confined and to 
make thelr way across the river in a small 
boat to the Hungarian shore, where they 
were safe from further pursuit, and proceeded 
to Paris, where they have since lived and 
where they, after forming a close friendship 
with Pierre Loti, furnished to him the themes 
of several of his best books and articles on 
harem life in the orient. 
—o- 

Their father subsequently managed to re- 
cover the favor of Abdul Hamid, but toward 
the end of 1908 died suddenly one evening at 
his house at Constantinople, after swallow~- 
ing a glass of water from a pitcher which had 
been placed for his use in his library. 

There was no inquest—there never is in 
Turkey, as it is considered contrary to the 
laws of the Koran. 

There is no reason to believe that the mur- 
der Was instigated by Sultan Abdul Hamid. 
What is far more probable is that the people 
responsible for the crime were those evil 
rings surrounding Abdul Hamid who had 
every reason to fear Nouri Pasha’s frank- 
ness with his sovereign and his habit of com- 
municating to the latter matters which it was 
not to their interest that he should hear. 

= 

No European sovereign Is just at present the 
object of a greater amount of misrepresenta- 
tion than that most upright and courageous 
of rulers, King Charles of Roéumania. He is 
held up to obloquy, both in England and on 
this side of the Atlantic, as a sort of black- 
mailer, who is endeavoring to obtain terrie 
torial aggrandizement at the expense of the 
Balkan allies in their war with Turkey with- 
out having thus far taken an} part in the 
campaign or contributed to its success. 

It is altogether wrong to compare him te 
Napoleon III., who after the Prussian vic- 
tory over Austria in 1806, demanded of Bis- 
marck territorial compensation on the Rhine 
for Prussia’s increase of territory so as to re- 
establish the balance of power. 

Bismarck played Napoleon until some time 
after the end of the war and then defied him 
to do his worst, knowing that the opportu- 
nity had passed. 

King Charles is too clever to permit this.

What he now demands and is absolutely de- 
termined upon obtaining is the reparation of 
A gross act of injustice to which Roumania 
was subjected by the Berlin congress in 178. 

On that occasion, although King Charles 
and his Roumanian army had saved the Rus- 
sians from annihilation at Plevna, Russia se- 
cured the award of the Roumanian province 
of Bessarabia, Roumania receiving in sorry 
compensation therefor the swampy and back- 
ward Turkish province of the Dobrudja, 
which it has converted into a flourishing and 
civilized province. 

The Dobrudja, though, is entirely separated 

from the rest of Roumania by the lower 
reaches of the Danube. The Danube inter- 
poses between the Dobrudja and the remain- 
Ger of Roumania a long border of water and 
swamp many miles w which effectively 
hinders unity and intercourse between the 
two sections of the country. 

In case of an attack by Bulgaria, which is 
contiguous to the whole western frontier of 
the Dobrudja, this Roumanian province could 
be over night occupied by a B army, 
while it would be difficult if not impossible 
for the Roumanian army to reach it in time 
across the mile wide swamps of the lower

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Both Government and Corporate 
Guarantee Considered by 
House Committee. 


[BY A STAFF*CORRESPONDEXT.} 
Washington, P. C., Feb. 3.—[Special.J]—A 
Pian providing for government or corporate 
guarantee of the safety of deposits in-na- 
tional banks will be embodied in the banking 
and currency reform bill that is to be pre- 
gented to the house of representatives early 
in the administration of President Wilson. 
Despite the protests of bankers and busi- 
mess men generally, the deposit guarantee 
system advocated by W. J. Bryan in 1908 
has for all practical purposes been adopted 
by the Glass subcommittee which has been 
charged with the duty of drawing up a bill 
in amendment of the banking end currency 
laws. 


Two Plans Under Discussion. 

It may be stated upon authority that two 
concrete guarantee plans are 
gideration by the subcommittee: 

First—To require all national banks 
to pay a small amount each year for the 
creation of a fund in the treasury depart- 
ment as a guarantee of safety for de- 
positors in such banks. 

Second—To require banks in cértain 
divisions to be responsible for the safety 
of deposits of one another, a fund to be 
created for the purpose by assessmenis 
levied against each bank. 

As to the first plan, Democratic leaders say 
that it would not prove burdensome to the 
banks. Representative Carter Glass of Vir- 
ginja, chairman of the subcommittee, has 
estimated that if a tax of thinty-five-one- 
thousandths of 1 per cént had been levied 
upon deposits since the organization of the 
national banking stem, a sum more 
than enough to have afforded protection to 
all losers would have been collected. 


Government Guarantee Wanted. 

The first plan is government guarantee pure 
and simple, inasmuch as it is to be admin- 
istered directly by the government through 
the medium of a bureau or division in the 
treasury department. 

The second plan represents a compromise 
conceded to those who balk at government 
guarantee as advocated by Mr. Bryan. 

It is assumed here that President Elect 
Wilson is in sympathy with one plan or the 
other. Chairman Glass discussed last week 
the whole question of banking and currency 
tegiziation with the president elect,

The 
measure would provide for the issuance of at 
least $100,000,000 in United States notes to 
be loaned on farm lands on a basis of 50 per 
cent of assessed valuation at 5 per cent in- 
terest for not more than twenty years.

to Prevent Assault on 
City Hall.

‘NAPLES, Feb. 3.—A hundred persons, 
ringleaders of a riot here, are now under 
arrest, while a force of troops occupies the 
entire city hall square to suppress any at- 
tempt made to attack the municipal struc- 
ture. 

“The arrests were the outgrowth of public 
clamor against taxes. A meeting of protest 
was held today at which a strike of twenty- 
four hours was proclaimed against the pre- 
posed extehsion of the limits of the city for 
the purpose of enforcing the municipal tax 
on foodstuffs. * 


When the meeting had adtourned the mob, 1 


headed by the lower element, started to 
march on the city hall building, but en route 
collided with a strong force of police. The 
policemen were overwhelmed, and reinforce- 
ments of cavalry were called out. The cav- 
airy charged upon the crowd, but its efforts 
were in vain. The mob tore up the pave- 
ments and hurled large pieces of stone and 
broken bottles at the police and troops. 
Mob Is Dispersed. 

The commander of the cavalry then or- 
dered his men to draw their sabers. An- 
other charge was made and with the aid of 
the police the mob was dispersed. 

About a hundred of those who had taken 
a leading part in the cemonstration were 
taken into custody, while the authorities de- 
cided to surround the city hall with armed 
soldiers. 

The rioting continued up to a late hour to- 
night and several police officers and other 
officers of the law were wounded, some seri- 
ously. Many troopers were unhorsed by 
stones during the cavalry -harges. 

The mob, which was estimated as including 
20.000 persons, uprooted many trees and 
smashed in the front of various shops, 5 
well as venting its anger on countiese win- 
dows and street lamps. 

Policerhen Kicked and Beaten. 

Small squads of policemen sometimes be- 
came isolated and the officers of the @w 
were brutally kicked and beaten. Many sol- 
diers were victims of similar treatment. 

The troops, whose number was insufficient 
to cope with the riot, were ordered not to fire, 


and hence the prolongation of the demonstra- 


tion and the extent of the mischief. »

cept in rare and exceptional cases. This . 
an effort to depart from the regular cours, 
of criminal proceedings by securing from 
this court, in advance, a decision on an issue 
of law which the defendant can raise in the 
district court, with the right, if convicted, 
to a writ of error on any ruling adverse to 
hie contention. 

“That the orderly course of a trial musi 
be pursued and the usual remedies exhaust- 
ed, even where the petitioner attacks on 
habeas corpus the constitutionality of the 
statute on which he was indicted, was decid- 
ed in Glasgow vs. Hoyer, 225 U. 8. 420. That 
and other similar decisions have so definitely 
established the general principle as to leave 
no room for further discussion.”

The teachers have prepared figures to show 
how their salaries can be raised by using the 
fund of a little over $1,000,000 which the 
board holds following a decision of the IIli- 
nois Supreme court regarding quadrennial val- 
vations, The next quadrennial valuation will 
come in 1916. Mrs, Young said yesterday that 
if the requests of the teachers are granted this 
year next year would bring a cut in salary.

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ARSON TRUST INVESTIGATION 


REVEALS SECRET APPLIANCE. 


„Safety Device” Used by Adjusters to 
Break Chain of Evidence to Link Them 
with Incendiary Fires. 


In the arson trust investigation yesterday 
it was found that a safety appliance was 


used by some public adjusters to break the 


chain of evidence which might connect them 
with incendiary fires. 

It was revealed that in several fires the 
insurance loss was adjusted by men who had 
no hand in the planning of the fire. Ar- 
rangements for the adjusting contract and 
for the firing of the dwelling or place of 
business were made by the agents of one 
adjusting firm, which then turned the ad- 
justing contract over to another firm that 
made the settlement on 4 private agree- 
ment. 

Two fitms or two adjusters, it is said, 
would follow this method of safe procedure, 
each arranging their own fires and adjusting 
comtracta, but each adjusting the losses ar- 
| ranged by the other. In this way direct con- 
nection between adjusters and the insured 
and the firebugs was apparently destroyed.

NEW TRIAL FOROFFICIALS 


Will Be Prosecuted on the Charge 


They Used Unfair Compet- 
: itive Methods. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 3,—The govern- 
ment today suffered its first big defeat in the 
recent anti-trust campaign when the Su- 
preme court held that the officials of the 
United Shoe Machinery company had not 
violated the Sherman anti-trust law by or- 
Ganizing that company. 

The court, however, did not pass upon the 
legality of the system by which the company 
leases machines on terms that no “ independ- 
ent machinery be used. 

The government will prosecute officials of 
the United Shoe Machinery company under 
the one remaining indictment, it was an- 
nounced later at the department of justice. 

That indictment charges monopoly and un- 
fair competitive methods and is declared by 
Officials to be the most important and strong- 
est of the indictments returned against the 
company. 


Gist of Court’s Decision. 
Justice Holmes, announcing the unanimous 
decision of the court, said that the lower 
court regarded the indictment as merely re- 
ferring to the organization of the company, 
not to the “tying clause” lease@. That being 
the case, he added, the Supreme court must 
accept the interpretation without question. 
He said this reduced the case to a narrow 
compass, and pointed out that the several 
groups combined in the organization of the 
United Shee Machinery were noncompeti- 
tive. The justice declared the Sherman law 
did not contemplate the doing of business by 
the smallest possible isolated units. 


Rerult of U. S. Appeal. 

The action of the Supreme court grew out 
of the Massachusetts federal court’s an- 
nulling one of two indictments brought 
against the Shoe Machinery company offi- 
clais. The Massachusetts court took the 
position that the indictment did not state an 
offense under the Sherman law. The govern- 


ment appealed to the Supreme court on the 


ground that it did state an offense. 

The government tn the indictment alleged 
that Sidney W. Winslow, Edward PF. Hurd, 
George W. Brown, WilMam Barbour, and 


Eimer P. Howe violated the law, first by 


organizing the United Shoe Machinery cor- 
poration, and second by a system of leasing 
their machines, whereby patrons were com- 
pelled to promise not to use any machinery 
made by independents and to use only that 
made by the alleged combine. 

The Shoe Machinery officials declared the 
Supreme court could not revise the action of 
the Massachusetts courts because the crimi- 
nal appeals act was repealed by not being in- 
cluded in the judicial code of 1012, and also 


claimed that the organization of the corpo- 


ration was a normal trade development. 
They further urged that the groups con- 
solidated into the corporation were noncom- 
petitive and that the leasing syetem was 
justified by the patent laws.
